contained about five ounces of a 
bloody, foamy fluid of a whiteistt red 
color. I found about eighteen grains 
of arsenic in the stomach and its lin- 
ings. I made no separate estimate of 
the stomach and its linings. The 
mucous linings at the bottom of the 
stomach were blackened and the sides 
and tops had little red spots where 
bleedings had taken place. 
There 


were no indications of perforations 
or ulcerations. The condition of the 
stomach was caused by arsenic. The 
arsenic might and might not have 
been given in one dose. An overdose 
of ten or fifteen grains of arsenic has 
no caustic effect, hut causes burning 
and vomiting and afterwards purg- 
ing. By the latter two the arsenic 
would be expelled from the stomach. 
The arsenic found in the stomach 
might have been given in doses cov- 
ering a period of four or flve days. 
It is not probable that the arsenic 
was given in one dose. I did not put 
any arsenic into the stomach."
